The  Legislature. 

The  Legislature  has  been  thronged  dur¬ 
ing  the  past  week  with  representatives  of 
Cities,  townships,  societies  and  organiza¬ 
tions  seeking  legislation  of  a  local  or 
private  character.  Tbe  Justices  of  the 
Peace  whose  emoluments  were  considera¬ 
bly  reduced  by  last  year’s  legislation  are 
striving  to  procure  relief.  They  have 
presented  s  bill  which  authorizes  a  taled 
bill  of  costs  from  the  persons  applying 
for  a  warrant  in  criminal  cases.  It  allows 
35  cents  for  the  complaint,  40  cents  forJ  in  Orange, 
the  warrant,  50  cents  for  the  examination 
and  40  cents  for  the  recognizance.  To 
the  constable  serving  the  warrant  80 
cents  and  for  attending  examination  50 
eenta.
